Monday a military pay allotment 
authorizing the selective service to 
consider family relationships in 
calling men for duty with the arm- 
ed forces. 


Under the basic section of mea- 


sure details of which were revised 
last week by a joint sub-committee 
the government would help the 
four lowest ranks of soldiers, sail- 
ors, marines and coastguardsmcn 
support their families. 


Deductions taken from the men's 


pay would be supplemented by fed- 
em! allowance which in some cases 
would be larger than the fighting 
men contributed. 


The second section of the bill 


revises the selective service act 
by requiring local boards to first 
exhaust supplies of single men or 
those without bonifidc families be- 
fore drafting men with depen- 
dants.

It spreads over a great 
area and reminds me quite a lot of 
New Orleans and other cities on the 
Gulf. Flowers of every imaginable 
color, size and shape bloom every- 
where and the lawns for the most 
part are beautiful in spite of the 
fact that a great many have been 
dug up for shelter trenches. Scarce- 
ly a day passes without rainfall. In 
the mountains are bananas, or- 
anges, papayas, cocoanuts and oth- 
er things like that. Mostly though, 
it's cactus and thorn trees. I know. 
There are ferns ten feet high and 
so matted together, you can walk 
across the tops of them. In these 
mountains too are cliffs easily a 
thousand feet high and you have 
to keep a sharp eye out for them. 
Quite different from around Hope, 
isn't it! 


Of course, we think "morale" is a 


thing for the homefolks but what- 
ever the word means, I can assure 
you that we have it here too. Don't 
worry about us. Take care of your- 
selves th'cre and send us the weap- 
ons and before you know it, you'll 
have to make another place at the 
Kiwanis table for me! 


By the way, have you heard this

There is heard in Washington 


a little doubt that it will be pos- 
sible to spend this much on war 
production alone since there may 
not be enough of some raw mater- 
ials or semi-finished parts to keep 
production machinery going, but 
there seems to be no doubt the 
government will be able to raise 
the money. The only question is 
how. 


One theory is that this whole 


sum'might be financed by taxation. 
That is, if the national income 
reaches $117 billion a year, it 
wouldn't be too much of a thing 
to absorb $77 billion, or 65 pel- 
cent of it in taxes. This would 
have the 
advantage' of holding 


down the national debt, which is 
plenty big enough already. The 
trouble with this idea is that it 
might ruin a lot of businesses not 
considered essential to the war, 
and it would make the war ter- 
ribly unpopular. It is therefore 
crossed off as a political impos- 
sibility. 


The decision has apparently been 


made- to raise only $24 billion of 
the $77 billion by taxation. This 
year's tax bill was intended to 
raise about $20 billion. To boost 


the tax revenues to $24 billion 
means thtit another $4 billion must 


raised, 
and that's ' what the 


Mouse Ways and Means Committee 
which writes the lax bills is see- 
ing and sawing about now. A guess 
is that $10 billion of the $24 billion 
total will come from direct taxes, 
and $14 billion from indirect taxes. 


Subtract that $24 billion of taxes 


from the $77 billion to be spent 
and you gel $53 billion, which is 
the amount of additional money 
to be begged, borrowed or stolen if 
the munitions makers are not to 
be paid off in printing press lOU's. 
Of this $53 billion, about $10 bil- 
lion can be accounted for. An in- 
crease in social security deduct- 
ions is planned, to raise an ad- 
ditional $2 billion or a total of $5 
billion a year. Then about $5 bil- 
lion more, to make the $10 billion, 
can be raised by sales of govern- 
ment securities to insurance com- 
panies and savings banks. 
. 


Look Out 
That leaves $43 billion still to 


be raised. If all that $43 billion 
is raised by borrowing from the 
banks, look out for inflation. That 
means simply putting a lot more 
money in circulation. It would 
mean price controls would have 
to be expanded, over-all rationing 
might have to be applied, the 
avoidance of an extensive bootleg 
or black market would be prac- 
tically -impossible and rationing 
and price fixing would have to be 
continued after the war is over. 


The 
only solution, 
therefore, 


would seem to be some plan of 
borrowing this $43 billion directly 
from the people, taking it out of 
their income and so reducing their 
spending power. 


Take a look at the picture from 


the income side of the ledger. The 
generally accepted figure on na- 
tional income for the next fiscal 
year is $117 billion. Subtract from 
that the $10 billion of direct tax- 
es to be levied, and you get a net 
income figure of $107 billipn. 


It is estimated thai Ihe amount of 


civilian goods available for pur- 
chase this next year—food, cloth- 
ing, 
shelter, 
furniture, 
amuse- 


ments and so on—will be around 
$70 billion. Subtract that from your 
$107 
billion and you have a re- 


mainder of $37 billion. This is ex- 
cess spending power, or the so-cal- 
led inflationary gap. If this $37 
billion could be applied to financ- 
ing the war, it would be necessary 
to borrow only '$6 billion more 
from the banks. 


Trick 
Getting this $37 billion out of cir- 


culation by enforced saving is the 
trick that has to be performed, 
somehow. Sales of war bonds and 
stamps are running at only about 
$5 billion a year. Multiplying that 
seven and a half times by voluntary 
subscriptions seems out of the ques-

The first pipe 
line, also built to bring oil east, 
was completed in 1897, and since, 
then America has been criss-cross'- 
ed with an underground network 
for shipping crude oil the equiva- 
lent of nearly three times the dis- 
tance around the world. 


Yet for all of the 62,500 miles 


of crude plus 12,000 miles' of re- 
fined oil trunk lines lacing in- 
dustrial America, the moving of oil 
to the east coast without tankers 
presents a gigantic problem. At 
present there are only three crude 
oil lines into the east, with a daily 


apacily of only 50,000 barrels. 
To them is being added another 


lO.OOO-barrel capacity of three oth- 
ir lines formerly used to pump 
•efined oil from eastern refineries 
back to midwest industry. The 
low on these lines is bning re- 
versed to bring crude and refined 
oils east. 


Even though the new line will 


not come all the way to the east 
coast, it will greatly increase daily 
deliveries in this area.

Chapel Hill, N. C. — Get tough! 
At the University of North Caro- 


lina, one of four of the Navy's Pre- 
Flight Training Schools, 242 cadets 
are being welded into a steeled 
fighting force under a program 
which officials call the most rig- 
orous and revolutionary ever con- 
ceived. 


The other schools nro situated 


at Georgia, Iowa and Saint Mary's 
College of California. 


For three months, these young 


men (the Navy is not slnrtlng from 
scratch, has hand-picked fine phy- 
sical specimens in its first lot) arc 
living a monastic lite. 


From 5:30 a. m. until 0:30 p. m., 


future avi«lors box, wrestle, tum- 
ble, chop wood, run, do hard man- 
ual labor and calisthenics, swim, 
play basketball, baseball, soccer, 
football and learn to fight fair and 
foul. 


Besides body-building (at least 


two hours of athletics a day are 
compulsory), 30 instructors teach 
three academic courses: (1) es- 
sentials of Naval service; (2) no- 
menclature and recognition;

mathematics and physics. Military 
plans include infantry drill and 
tactics, 
seamanship, 
navigation, 


ordnance and first aid.
